of all major crimes to the office 
of the prosecuting attorney, and

HITS N. CAROLINA 
BUT LOSES PUNCH 


Direct ania Rela- 
tively Little — Winds 
Whip Up High Tides 
and Cause Floods. 


WILMINGTON, N. C., Aug. 17 
(AP)—Hurricane Diane moved 
Into North Carolina today but 
did relatively little direct dam- 
age. Northeast of its path, how- 


ever, winds whipped high tides | 


into Elizabeth City, Washington, 
N. C., and other points. 
Sixty-mile gusts along the 
Pasquotank river at Elizabeth 
City sent water to one-foot'| 
depths in riverfront stores. The 


Pasquotank would continue to 
rise until about 4 p.m., probably 
'sending water to a three-foot 
depth in the stores. Highways 
'to the south and west were 
reported impassable.

Hall, the twelfth witness be- 
fore the committee in its New 
York hearings into alleged Com- 
munist infiltration into show 
business, was the first to ac- 
knowledge former Communist 
affiliation. 

He said he was active in the 
party’ only .for about nine 
months, although he was a mem- 
ber from about July or August 
1946 through 1947. 

Hall, a naturalized citizen who

The St. Louis County Plan- | 


ning Commission recommended 
last night that a 30-acre tract 
at the southwest corner of Lind- 
bergh boulevard and Clayton 
road be rezoned from residential 
to commercial to permit the 
Doctors’ Medical Foundation to 
erect a $12,000,000 shopping cen- 
ter on the site. 


’ . 
rhe recommendation was voted 
in executive session after a pub- | 


lic hearing at which strong op- 
position was expressed to 
proposal by representatives of 
Frontenac and nearby property 
owners. 

Included in the recommenda- 
tion, which now goes to the 
County Council for considera- 
tion, was a provision requiring 
a “buffer strip” along the west 
edge of the track. The strip was 
not described in detail but such 


provisions in the past have usu- | 
ally called for a heavy planting | 


screen to shield nearby homes 
from the commercial areas. 
Ultimately, Doctors’ Medical 
Foundation, which sought the 
zoning change, plans to erect a 


125-bed hospital on. the remain- | 


ing 78 acres of the tract it owns 
at the intersection. The leasing 
of the commercial property 


would help to finance the first! 


unit of the hospital, Paul J. Mc- 
Carthy, executive secretary of 
the Foundation, told the com- 
mission, 


Objections Cited. 


Martin J. Sheets, city attor- 
ney of Frontenac, cited three 
Objections by his city to the 


commercial development. In the 
first place, he said, the founda- 
tion’s charter authorizes it to 
engage in only’ benevolent, 
scientific and educational activ- 
ities. Secondly, the foundation 
set forth these activities as its 
only purpose in a suit in 1951 
to set aside annexation of the 
area by Frontenac which sur- 
rounds it, he said. 

Finally, he said, the Founda- 
tion, in 1951, gave Frontenac an 
option to buy the property if it 
were ever to be sold for other 
than hospital purposes. 

Sheets pointed out Frontenac 
has not opposed the construc- 
tion of a hospital on the site. 
No zoning change would be re- 
quired for that portion of the 
site. 

‘Blotch’ on Map. 

“Frontenac has _ prevented 
commercial development 
extending more than 400 feet 
west from Lindbergh,” he said. 
“The Doctors’ 
tion now wants to extend the 
commercial zone 1152 feet west 
of Lindbergh. It will be a red 
blotch on the zoning map of 
Frontenac if the Planning Com- 
mission recommends rezoning 
of this area.” 

Carroll J. Donohue, an attor- 
nev, who said he represented 
more than 175 residents of near- 
by areas, presented petitions 
containing 160 signatures against 
the change. He asked the appli- 


cation be denied because the 
change would constitute spot 
zoning, be inconsistent with 


residential development of the 
community, would depress and 
destroy property values and 
would create serious traffic, 
noise and other problems 

On a call for a show of hands 
{fn opposition to the change, 
about 180 persons in the over- 
flow crowd stood. 

McCarthy called the site a 
logical area for a commercial 
center, pointing out that the 
other corners of the intersection 
are already in commercial use. 
He said provisions for under- 
ground deliveries and for beau- 
tification had been made to avoid 
objections.

BY FUMES IN TAN 


Firemen Rescue Him and. 
Lower Him From 180- | 
Foot Tower. | 


William Coats, a painter, was 
in serious condition today at St. 
Louis County Hospital, after be- | 
ing rescued yesterday from the’ 
inside of a large water tank near | 
Jefferson Barracks 
Hospital, where he was overcome 
by paint fumes. 


Firemen from’ St. Louis Hook | 
and Ladder Company 11, re-| 
sponding to am emergency call 
from the Jefferson Barracks and | 
Mehlville fire departments, | 
brought rescue equipment to 
carry Coats through an opening 
in the tank and lower him to 
the ground. 

Coats and another painter, Al- 
fred Cooper, had been painting 
the inside of the tank, which is 
about 180 feet from the ground. | 
Both were wearing masks as pro- 
tection against paint fumes. 

Cooper said Coats apparently 
removed his mask while refilling 
a paint bucket, and collapsed, 
falling a few feet to the bottom 
of the tank. Cooper climbed out 
of the tank to get help. 

St. Louis Fire Capt. Fred 
Zwick and Firemen John Mc- 
Cullough and William Jansen. 
wearing gas masks, climbed 
through an opening in the tank 
18 inches square and lowered 
themselves to Coats. They raised 
him to the opening by means of 
a rope and then with the aid ot 
Jefferson Barracks firemen, low- 
ered him in a canvas “rescue 
bag” to the ground, where an 
ambulance was waiting. 


Coats, 24 years old, lives at 
713 Soulard street. Cooper, who 
suffered no ill effects, lives at 


1016 South Ninth street.

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Atomic Powers Trade Secrets 
On Key Fissionable Materials 


U.S., Russia, Britain, France Exchange 
Information on Subject for First 


Time at 


Geneva. 


GENEVA, Aug. 17 (AP)—The 
three major atomic powers—the 
United States, Britain and Rus- 
sia—along with up-and-coming 
France exchanged information 
today on an important and 
hitherto secret subject in the de- 
sign of peaceful power reactors. 


At the atoms-for-peace confer- 
ence, scientists from those na- 
tions revealed for the first time 
data 
“cross sections” of plutonium, 
uranium-235 and uranium-233— 
the three key fissionable ma- 
terials of atomic energy. 

This has to do with the best 
conditions for keeping an atomic 
chain reaction going. 

When an atomic neutron or 
“ray” strikes an atom of solid 
material in a reactor, it may be 
scattered off the nucleus or ab- 
sorbed by it. The probability of 
a given proeess taking place is 
described in terms of a “cross 
section’—so named because it 
is the effective area presented 
to a neutron by a “target” nu- 
cleus. 

One expert who appraised the 
reports told reporters: 

“This information has hither- 
to been regarded as 
other countries haven't known 
the data on thes ecross-sections.” 

He said the measurements re- 
ported by th edifferent countries 
jibed “pretty nearly exactly.” 


Dr. D. J. Hughes, of the Unit- | 


ed States Atomic Energy Com- 
mission's laboratory at Brook- 
haven, N. Y., made it clear to 
newsmen he thought the dis- 
closures by the major atomic 


powers give a new basis for con- | 


fidence in the safety of present 
reactors. He also indicated the 
pooled information will lead to 
still safer and more powerful re- 
actors in the future. 

New Production Aid. 

The United States is the first 
nation in the world to achieve 
industrial production of zirco- 
nium—a relatively new aid to 
atomic power production. 


It expects to make enough to. 


supply all the needs of the 
United States and those of other 
countries as well, a report at 
the conference disclosed. 

Dr. Charles Eichner of France 
ttold newsmen about it in sum- 
marizing a technical paper de- 
livered by an American scien- 
tist. 

Eichner, chairman of a ses- 
sion at which zirconium was dis- 
cussed, said a number of coun- 
tries, including France, have 


been working on the production | 


of the metal, used as a “mod- 
erator’ in atomic reactors, but 
that the United States was the 
first to achieve it on a large- 
seale basis. 

Eichner explained that the 
chief difficulty in producing zir- 
conium of a quality needed for 
atomic purposes is to separate 
it from another element, “haf- 
nium,” with which it occurs in 
nature.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 (UP) 

People on the eastern 6ea- 
board are being blown about by 
hurricanes these days largely 
because of winds they never 
feel, a meteorologist said today. 

Philip F. Clapp of the Weather 
Bureau's extended forecasts sec- 
tion said middle and upper At- 
lantic states were brought into 
the hurricane belt by a shift in 
upper air currents that began 
about 20 years ago. 

This helps account for the 
fact that the area from the 
Carolinas to New England has 
been catching some of the big 
storms which formerly might 
have blown into the open At- 
lantic. 

But Clapp said the shift in air 
currents has not granted any 
immunity to Florida. It appar- 
ently is just the chance 
weather that Florida got through 
1954, and so far 1955, without 
being hit by a hurricane. 

Hurricanes are formed in the 
superheated air of the tropics. 
Many of them die unrecorded in 
great empty spaces of the 
Atlantic near the equator. 
few of them—about six a year 
on the average—break

Goa has been very well known 
from ancient times, mention of it be 
ing made in Hindu mythology and 
inscriptions. For a period of nearly 
13 centuries Goa was ruled by purely 
Indian rulers. 

From the second century A.D. to 
1312 it was ruled by the kings of the 
Kadamba dynasty. From 1312 to 1370 
it was in the hands of the Bahamani 
kings. Then it was ruled by‘the kings 
of the Vijiyanagar empire up to the 
middle of the fifteenth century, when 
it came under the protection of the 
King of Bijapur 

It was from the King of Bijapur 
that the Portuguese captured Goa in 
1510. 

In view of these historical facts it 
fs difficult to understand the state- 
ment of Mr. Teixeira of the Portu 
guese embassy that “India is trying 
to seize a foreign territory which was 
never theirs and to which they hold 
no title, legally or morally.” 

India has ceased to have any dip- 
Jomatic relations with Portugal very 
properly, for the reason so well stat- 
ed by Mr. Teixeica, that Portugual 
*“won't discuss handing over one of 
the Portuguese provinces to a foreign 
power.”

Where to Barbecue 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatec! 

Recently I read a suggestion that 
people who do not use their ash pits 
turn them into barbecue pits. I think 
this idea is very good since the ash 
pits are a distance from most houses.

Dulles’s Good Diplomacy 


Instead of spurning Russia's announced inten- 


tion to reduce its armed forces by 640,000 men | 


as meaningless—as some commentators did as 
quickly as they read about it—Secretary of State 
Dulles now has accepted it in the best diplomatic 
manner. 

Mr. Dulles welcomed the news as a reflection 
of the peaceful intentions of other nations, vet 
was guarded enough to say that its full signifi- 
cance is not readily measured. ' 

On the latter point, Mr. Dulles was quite cor- 
rect. As he said, first, it is difficult to appraise 
such a reduction in the absence of information 
about the over-all-armed strength of the Soviet 
Union: and, second, that modern weapons have 
made man-power reductions possible without 
weakening a nation’s defenses. 

By way of example, the Secretary of State said 
that the United States had been able to cut its 
own forces from 3,500,000 to 2,900,000 in the 
last two years. 

The real point made by the Secretary of State, 
however, was that the announced Russian mill- 
tary cut would be for the United States the 
starting point in the resumption of disarmament 
discussions under the United Nations auspices 
two weeks hence. He said that he hoped these 
discussions would produce the _ information 
needed for a true appreciation of the Russian 
move. and also that they should lead to a reli- 
able system of international arms control and 
reduction. 

In short. there was no discouraging out-of 
hand dismissal of the Russian announcement. In 
stead it was accepted as a response to President 
Eisenhower's Geneva plea. And a definitive pro- 
nouncement is being held up until the United

perspective. 

Mr. Dulles did not give expression to a naive 
faith. but neither did he quickly slam back a 
door which may be opening on genuine hope.

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How the Appointments f ared 

When President Eisenhower looks over the 
record of the Democratic Senate with respect 
to his nominations that require confirmation he 
can be on the whole well satisfied. In the session 
just closed, the Senators, with the opposition 
party in control, confirmed 1131 White House 
appointments for postmaster and more than 
1800 nominations for Government po itions, In- 
cluding seats°on the Supreme Court and in the 
Cabinet 

Only three appointments, all for postmaster, 
were turned down, although the appointment of 
Allen Whitfield of Iowa to the Atomic Energy 
Commission was withdrawn after embarrassing 
facts about the nominee's record in lowa came 
out. The most important appointments to go 
over to January for confirmation were those of 
Solicitor General Simon E. Sobeloff and Assist- 
ant Attorney General Warren FE. Burger to be 
Judges on United States Courts of Appeals 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Eisenhower will not 
decide to give recess appointments to the nomi- 
nees for the appellate and district bench not 
acted on before the session closed. The Judge 
who sits without first being confirmed by the 
Senate may find himself seriously embarrassed 
later on. 

The second Chief Justice of the United States, 
John Rutledge. of South Carolina, is example 
enough. He took his seat on a recess appoint- 
ment, and soon thereafter fel! into conflict with 
certain Senators. The result was that the Senate 
refused to confirm him and the Chief Justice 
had no choice but to get down off the highest 
bench. In the Truman Administration two Fed 
eral District Judges, who took recess appoint- 
ments, had to leave the bench when the Senate 
refused to confirm them 

President Eisenhower will be well advised to 
spare the federal bench that danger while he is 
Chief Executive. 
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Reckless With Reputations 

Difficulties and risks involved in serving the 
Government, voluntarily or involuntarily, are 
spotlighted by reports just made by the Workers 
Defense League and the Bureau of National 
Affairs, backed by the Fund for the Republic 

Dealing with the discharge of draftees after 
their tour of duty, the first cites 48 specific 
cases in detail. It protests that under the Army's 
security system, these men are getting different 
types of discharges 
tremely difficult for them to gain civilian em- 
ployment. What is bad is that the doubts so 
raised are not based on the men’s records in 
uniform but on activities, associations or opin- 
ions prior to their call to the colors.

There is an undoubted right to check a man’s 
record before putting him in uniform. But if he 
is accepted and if he serves blamelessly, then 
surely he is entitled to a regular discharge rather 
than a document which reflects on his character. 
These “undesirable discharges” are all the worse 
when, as the Workers Defense League shows, 
they are issued for unsubstantiated reasons. 

Akin to this study is a collection of case stud- 
ies of federal employes caught in the meshes of 
the personnel security programs of the various 
federal agencies. These were assembled for the 
sureau of National Affairs with the help of 
prominent attorneys in various parts of the 
country. They pinpaint many serious weaknesses 
in the security system. 

The report suggests greater care before charges 
are filed, limitation of actions to those who may 
be real subversives and not merely individuals 


who may have expressed unpopular opinions, 
greater speed in deciding cases and some amelio- 
ration of the hardship of suspension without 
pay during the process, and compulsory attend- 
ance of at least some witnesses. 

The fact that government service implies risks 
of this kind may go a long way toward explain- 
ing why many competent persons are unwilling 
to take government jobs. 
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Iron Hand in Colombia 

When North Americans think of South Amert- 
can dictatorships they yaturally think first of 
Juan Peron in Argentina. When they think of 
abolition of freedom of the press, the first case 
which comes to mind is the expropriation of 
that great Buenos Aires daily, La Prensa. 

Perhaps Peronism gets more attention than it 
deserves. Argentina is not the only Latin Ameri- 
can nation under the iron hand, and La Prensa 
was not the only victim of dictatorial ruthlessness 
and fear of truth. 

President Rojas Pinilla of Colombia has closed 
one of South America’s principal newspapers, 
El Tiempo of Bogota. The newspaper represents 
the Liberal party opposition to the Government, 
but it was not closed simply for opposition. It 
was closed because it refused to let the Govern- 
ment dictate a front page statement. 

A while back two newspapermen were killed in 
what the Rojas Pinilla Government said was an 
automobile accident. El Tiempo’s publisher, Ro- 
berto Garcia Pena, said the man had been as- 
sassinated. The Government then demanded that 
the newspaper repeat a dictated retraction on its 
front page for 30 consecutive days. When El 
Tiempo rejected this remarkable order, the paper 
was shut down. 

Unfortunately freedom of the press is only one 
of the freedoms now restricted in Colombia. That 
nation has had six years of authoritarian rule 
under three presidents, all associated with the 
Conservative party which first defeated the domi- 
nant but divided Liberals in 1946. Since then 
Colombia has suffered from civil conflict and 
oppression. 

What makes this history sadder from the view- 
point of a friendly United States is not just that 
E! Tiempo was an important newspaper, but that 
Colombia itself was considered a beacon of 
democracy in Latin America until so few years 
ago, 
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A Long Way Home Before a Crowd 

President Eisenhower evidently permitted pho- 
tographers and reporters to follow him out on 
the golf course on the first day of his Rocky 
Mountain vacation. The gentlemen of the press 
seem to have gone at least as far as the first 
green, and in our opinion that was too far. 

The vacationing Chief Executive was on in 
three, but he lay some 40 feet from the pin. 
That is a long, long way home, even for a Ben 
Hogan or an Ed Furgol. So it was not at all un- 
usual that he failed to drop the putt. 

But out over the wires went the unhappy word 
that the President had “missed.”” And what in 
our book is worse was the added report that he 
“showed disappointment.’ Surely we are not 
asked to believe that Mr. Eisenhower sinks 40- 
footers with such regularity that he should ex- 
hibit “disappointment” at a miss’ 

More than likely what happened, as we recon- 
struct the event, is that the President made a 
splendid approach putt and that it either rolled 
off at the last minute or just rimmed the cup, 
Naturally he was disappointed. Under those cir- 
eyumstances, who wouldn't be? That would have 
started him off with a lucky par, and before he 
got through he might have broken 80. 

But that is something else again. What we 
Started out to say is that Mr. Eisenhower is on 
vacation, and when he is out on the course he 
ought to have some semblance of privacy. If it 
hadn't been for the professional kibitzers, the 
President might have made that putt, and what 
a wonderful way to start a vacation that would 
have been! 
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Stalled After 10 Months 

The city is moving from talk to action on the 
first phase of the $110,000,000 bond issue pro- 
gram. The Board of Public Service has approved 
contracts for more than $400,000 in bridge, via- 
duct and floodlight projects. And before long 
workmen actually may be tearing into the repair 
job on the Kingshighway viaduct, one item of the 
bond issue program. 

This is fine. It demonstrates the speed with 
which City Hall can travel when every cog in the 
administrative machinery moves in harmony. But 
it stands in marked contrast to the studied foot- 
dragging on another important project in the 
program to make St. Louis an enviable place in 
which to live. We refer specifically to the 
lack of progress on the fluoridation ordinance. 

Fluoridation is a safe, cheap and effective pub- 
lic health measure to cut the incidence of dental 
decay in the city’s children. The aldermen ap- 
proved it for St. Louis last Oct. 1 and three 
weeks later provided the money to make it a 
reality. Unfortunately, however, the job of com- 
plying with the aldermanic directives has fallen 
principally to Water Commissioner Skinker, 
hardly a fluoridation enthusiast. After 10 months 
St. Louis still awaits action. 


There is a lesson in all this that can be applied 
to the bond issue. In the absence of sympathetic 
understanding on the part of those whose duty 
is to administer a given program, pressure from 
the top is the only thing that will make the ma- 
chine move forward. Fortunately for the bond 
program, everyone seems to be for it and pres- 
sure is unnecessary. We wish the same could be 
said for fluoridation.

Clarence Manion, former dean of the Notre 
Dame University College of Law, says that Mos- 
cow was the “victor” at the Geneva summit 
conference. The Communists, so he asserts, got 
everything they wanted—‘formal American ap- 
proval of aggression, burglary, larceny, and con- 
tinuing false imprisonment by the Soviet Gov- 
ernment.”

He now is spouting the unadulterated 
McCarthy line. And he is free to do-so if that 
is his desire. But his criticism of the President 
is discountable ag that of-a former prominent 
member of the Administration who is disgruntled 
because he had to be let out.

Editor’s Note: The case against par- 
tial development of the Hell’s Canyon 
dam site in a private interest, and for 
total development of this enormously 
valuable natural resource in the public 
interest, was stated by the Post-Dispatch 
in the following editorial, which ap- 
peared May 26, 1953. While the Idaho 
Power Co. has now been authorized by 
the Federal Power Commission to build 
three low dams instead of the single 
one mentioned in the editorial, the prt- 
vate project still remains a minimum 
development of waterpower as well as 
of the other potential wealth of the 
giell’s Canyon site. 


Today the Post-Dispatch prints the 
third in a series of news articles about 
the controversy which has boiled up out 
of Hell’s Canyon, on the Snake river, 
where that deep and narrow gorge sepa- 
rates western Idaho from eastern 
Oregon. 

Why so much attention to a wild, 
almost unpopulated region, some 1600 
miles from here? 

Because every resident of the United 
States has a stake in what happens at 
Hell’s Canyon. 

Because people in 
Missouri and Illi- 
nois should be no 
less concerned with 
what goes on there 
than the people of 
Idaho and Oregon. 

The Hell’s Can- 
yon issue could 
hardly be any plain- 
er or simpler than

turned over to a 
private power company for a limited 
development for power production only 
as the Eisenhower Administration now 
in effect proposes? 


Secretary McKay's Reversal 


Or shall it be reserved for future 
maximum development by public au- 
thority, in which flood control, irriga- 
tion and navigation possibilities are co- 
ordinated with electric power in a 
multiple-purpose project? 

The official position of the United 
States Government in the Truman Ad- 
ministration was for the maximum 
power, comprehensive-purpose project. 
Thus, in recent years, the Department 
of the Interior, under Oscar L. Chap- 
man, steadfastly opposed the application 
of the Idaho Power Co., for authoriza- 
tion to build a relatively small power 
dam at Hell’s Canyon. 

This official attitude has now been 
reversed. The Interior Department, un- 
der G.O.P. Secretary Douglas McKay, 
has withdrawe its opposition to the 
application of the Idaho Power Co. 
When the hearing before the Federal 
Power Commission starts July 7, the 
conviction that Hell’s Canyon is a valu- 
able spot in the federal domain which 
should be protected for maximum pub- 
lic use will no longer be public policy. 


*‘Area’s All-Over Needs’ 


There is no need to repeat all the 
pros and cons here. The Post-Dispatch 
correspondent, Richard G. Baumhoff, 
has assembled the arguments on the 
two sides with a wealth of detail. 


A presentation with a thousand times 
as many facts would not alter the fun- 
damentals of the case as stated in the 
alternatives above. 


The Idaho Power Co.—which notwith- 
standing its name is a Maine corpora- 
tion that meets in Maine annually — 
doubtless can begin work on its project 
sooner than the Federal Government 
could start. The private company could 
begin the flow of power quicker since 
there is no prospect that this Congress 
will authorize a public project at Hell's

site on Snake river; now, as, then, private project would for- 
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ever foreclose larger and more useful federal development. 


Canyon. But to see Hell’s Canyon in 
terms of an immediate but restricted 
output of electricity and without in- 
tegration with the area’s over-all needs 
is to see the issue primarily as a private 
profit venture—or not to see it at all. 

Muscle Shoals could have been ruined 
30 years ago. Limited projects could 
have been installed at Grand Coulee 
and Bonneville. But in each instance 
the national interest stood out para- 
mount and received needed and merited 
protection by the Federal Government. 

Hell’s Canyon can now be spoiled for 
all time for maximum development. 
President Eisenhower's appointment of 
Jerome K. Kuykendall, public power 
opponent, to the Federal Power Com- 
mission, soon followed by Secretary 
McKay's withdrawal of opposition to the 
essentially selfish aspirations of the 
Idaho Power Co., suggests what is fast 
Shaping up. The warning signals are 
out for all to see. 


Guardians of Public's Interest 


Fortunately there are Senators today 
like Hill, Anderson, Magnuson and Jack- 
son, Morse and Douglas, Fulbright and 
Kefauver, and Representatives like Mrs, 
Pfost of Idaho who can be expected to 
fight for the protection of this great 
site just as the late Senators Norris, 
Borah, LaFollette and Walsh guarded 
the great power sites a generation ago. 
The new guardians need public interest 
and support in the battle over Hell's 
Canyon, if they are to win it. 

Thus far President Eisenhower has 
said little that is specific other than 
that local sentiment should be a main 
factor in deciding what happens in such 
Situations. Secretary McKay publicly 
has done no more than withdraw oppo- 
sition to the private application and to 
say that he favors private power over 
public power when it does not conflict 
with “orderly development.” 

But the Secretary's own words should 
stir him to protect the people's heritage. 
Allow the Idaho Power Co. to build a 
limited-capacity, single-purpose project 
and Hell’s Canyon is taken out of the 
“orderly development” of the great nat- 
ural resources of the Pacific Northwest 
—taken out for all time. 

It taxes credulity to believe that 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, after the off- 
shore oil giveaway, will be no more 
vigilant in guarding the possession of 
all the people at Hell’s Canyon. 

Somewhere, some time the President 
surely must turn back on the course. 
He could have no better inspiration than 
at the wild, rolling, but fabulously bene- 
ficial and potentially productive waters 
of the Snake river.

Birth of the Bulge 


CHAINS OF COMMAND. by Thomas Goethals. 

(Random House, 3/2 pgs., $3.95.) 

Whenever Lt. Claybourne reflects 
upon the odd circymstances that led to 
his battlefield .commission and trans- 
fer from an infantry division to tactical 
headquarters, it is with misgivings and 
unease. At a forward observation post, 
Claybourne had been relaying firing 
orders from Lt. Shane, who was raid- 
ing a German gun emplacement. Some 
rounds were “shorts” and Shane was 
killed by his own artillery. 

These incidents were common in 
World War II, but since Clay bourne 
was rather cracked up over the mishap 
and hence a liability in front-line foot- 
ball, his major arranged the commis- 
sion and transfer, and we open this 
book to find Claybourne in the map 
room pondering over the capture that 
day of seven Germans from the Thir- 
teenth Panzer Division. A veteran of 
combat alongside tough G.I.s who trem- 
bled at the word 
“Panzer,” Clay- 
bourne senses the 
Significance of the 
capture, but his 
colonel discounts it 
and prefers to 
await further de- 
velopments. The 
next morning their 
general takes thern 
on an_ inspection 
tour of some front- 
line posts. 

The reader, going 
along on that fate- 
ful ride, finds himself as terrified as 
the three hysterical officers who have 
stumbled upon their baby, the Birth of 
the Bulge. Far more exciting than 
battle scenes is the mere whiff, dread- 
ful and prophetic, of the carnage that 
is about to take place. . 

Mr. Goethals clutters his narrative 
with too many interminable, meander- 
ing introspective passages a la Faulkner 
(“Now that the war is over and I can 
look back with some degree of objectiv- 
ity upon the past I have accepted and 
made my own, which allows me to face 
the future with confidence,” etc., etc.), 
but when he finally gets into action, his 
verbs do crackle. 

Space taken up by these lengthy 
philosophical monologues should have 
been devoted to further detail on work- 
Ings of the tactical command, because 
the sketchy information furnished 
whets the appetite for more. When on 
his unhappy tour the general sees a new 
batch of three prisoners from the Pan- 
zer divisibn, his trained eye immediate- 
ly notes that their uniforms are quite 
clean. This means that probably a 
fresh division has been rushed into the 
area. It means the Germans have 
launched a counter-offensive — some- 
thing the general could have known 24 
golden hours earlier if his staff had not 
failed in the critical task of properly 
evaluating prisoner samplings. 

Every American who expects to enter 
the Army should read this book. It 
may not prevent his death in blunders 
similar to the Battle of the Bulge or 
the Charge of the Light Brigade, but it 
could teach him that both meanings of 
the word “intelligence” are important,

Many inquiries have been re-. 


ceived recently about the Duck. 
Creek Wildlife Management | 
Area. This area is part of the 
old Mingo Swamp and contains 
4300 acres. It is on the north 
and east side of the Mingo Na- 
tional Waterfowl Refuge and is 
one of the few shooting areas in 
the United States that has an 
assured and also a controlled 
water supply. It is nine miles 
north of Puxico, Mo., and is ad- 
jacent to Missouri Highway 51. 

Castor river, seven miles 
northeast of the area, is the. 
source of water supply. An old 
drainage ditch, formerly part of 
the many ditches dug to drain 
the agricultural land, was uti- 
lized to bring the water from the 
Castor river to the Duck Creek 
Area. The ditch was widened 
and deepened with draglines. A 
structural gate was built at the 
junction of the ditch and the 
river, and a radial gate was in- 
stalled where the diversion ditch 
and Pool No. 1 join. 

There will be three pools in 
Operation when the waterfowl 
season opens. Pool No. 1 will 
be permanently inundated. At 
present it is covered with a 
heavy growth of timber and it is 
expected that these trees will 
die in time, due to the constant 
standing of water on the land. 
Pool No. 1 is three miles long 
and one mile wide. Thirty-seven 
blinds have been built there. 
Blinds at Pools 1, 2 and 3 have 
been constructed so that they are 
at least one-quarter mile apart. 
There are 21 blinds at Pool No. 
2 and 15 at Pool No. 3. The 
total number of blinds is 73 and 
they can accommodate 292 hunt- 
ers at one time. 

No Fishing Till Next Year. 

Pools 2 and 3, containing 700 
and 600 acres of water, respec- 
tively, 
ly flooded. They will be filled 
to pool level only a week or SO | 
prior to the waterfowl season 
and then they will be drained 
in early spring. Millet, smart- 


weed and possibly rice will be | 
planted in the late spring and) 
early summer and then flooded | 
This will provide | 


in the fall. 
food attractive to the migrants 
and help hold them much long- 
er than if only a resting area 
were provided. The oak trees, 
which furnish an acorn crop for 
the waterfowl most years, will 
not perish because water will be 
drained from these pools for 
several months each year. 
Fishing on the area will not 
be permitted until next year. It 
will be permitted at the opening 
of the fishing season on the va- 


rious species and continue until | 


the waterfowl season opens. 
Pool No. 1 will furnish a major | 
portion of the fishing. It has'| 
been heavily stocked with chan- 
ne! cat, bluegill, largemouth bass 
and jack salmon. Rough fish 
such as carp, buffalo, and grin- 
nel, are in the pools and there 
is a likelihood that these fish 
will be the predominating spe- 
cies as the area is a natural hab- 
itat for them. Frog hunting will 
be permitted next year from 
July 1 to the opening of the 
waterfowl season. 
hunting also will be legal in 
season and subject to closing 
under the same regulation that 
applies to fish and frogs. 
Hunting From State Blinds. 
No waterfowl hunting will be 
permitted other than from the 
state-constructed blinds. These 
blinds will be operated on a res- 
ervation basis. Waterfowlers 


not having reservations will be | 
permitted to hunt if unreserved | 


blinds are _ available. Fees, 
charged by the state, will be $1 | 
for the blind and $1 per hunter. 
State-owned decoys 
rented at $1 per dozen or the 
hunters may bring their own 
decoys in any number.

Grisez of San Francisco, “was 
never accused of being a Com- 
munist’’ but was accused of hav- 
ing been a member of several 
orgmizations on the Attorney 
General's so-called subversives 
list. 

Referred to Local Board. 

A security screening board 
has already passed on the Gaston 
case and referred it to a local 
security board which is now 
considering the case here. 

A review board will go over 
the case when the local board 
finishes, the Coast Guard said, 
and the Secretary of Treasury 
and the. commandant of the 
Coast Guard will review it after- 
ward. 

Gasten, 23 years old, who 
graduated in June 1954 from the 
University of California, declined 
to comment on the case. He has 
been assigned temporary duty 
with the Coast Guard here. 

Murdaugh S. Madden, attor- 
ney for Gaston, told reporters 
the case was “completely cen- 
tered around activities of the 
cadet’s mother.” 
Gaston’s mother was accused of 
“having activities in several or- 
ganizations on the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s list. including the Califor- 
nia Labor School and the Ameri- 
can-Russian Institute.” 

Not Interested in Politics. 

Madden said Gaston himself 
“doesn't have the slightest in- 
terest in politics.”

in terms of wood colors such 


ai oak, mahogany, maple, etc 
Now while there are a lot of 
these wood colors kicking about 
you can also get stains in or- 
dinary colors just as is the case 
with paint. You can get reds, 


blues, greens, blacks, yellows— 
in short just about every color 
that there is. You can even get 
bleaching stains which will ac- 
tually lighten the color of the 
wood. 


Color stains differ from paints 
{n that they will color the wood 
but won't conceal the grain. 
They are applied either with a 
cloth or brush. Give them a 
few minutes to soak in and 
then wipe off the excess. The 
longer the stain remains on the 
surface, the darker will be the 
final effect. 


Color’ stains can’t be applied 
over a paint or over shellac or 
varnish because they won't be 
able to soak into the wood. They 
must be applied directly to the 
wood itself or to wood that has 
first been coated with a clear 
sealer. The purpose of the sealer 
is to prevent uneven absorption 
of the stain by the wood which 
would produce a spotty effect. 


Most color stains do not pro- 
vide a final finish for the wood. 
They simply give color and 
when they are dry they should 
be coated with a clear varnish 
or wax. There are some brands, 
however, that are combined 
with a finish so that when the 
stain is dry no additional treat- 
ment is required. 

You'll find color stains handy 
for a lot of jobs about the house 
for they come in exterior as 
well as interior colors. They 
are easier to apply than paint 
and aren't subject to as many

The division and multiplication 
of tongues was not a curse 
directly sent by God upon the 
proud men who would scale, by 
their efforts, the parapets of 
heaven. Rather, God allowed 
the builders to get into that con- 
dition.

Dr. Eugene C. Blake Heads Largest Church Group in U.S., ls Often Called 'Mr. Protestant’

NEW YORK, Aug. 17. 

S president of the National 
A Cotnei of the Churches of 

Christ in the United States 
of America, St. Louis-born the 
Rev. Dr. Eugene Carson Blake 
is the leader of this country’s 
largest Christian body. In the top 
post of this interdenominational 
organization which embraces 30 
communions and 35,500,000 mem- 
bers, 49-year-old Géne Blake 
holds down a difficult and de- 
manding job. Often called “Mr. 
Protestant” since he was elected 
last December to what is prob- 
ably the most responsible posi- 
tion in present-day Protestant 
church life in the United States, 
he is one of Protestantism’s 
ranking statesmen and among 
the most effective of Chris- 
tianity’s spokesmen. 

In addition to his duties as 
president of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches, hearty, popular 
Dr. Blake also sits on the im- 
portant 12-man Executive Com- 
mittee of the World Council of 
Churches and serves as the 
Stated Clerk of the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian 
Church, U.S.A., a job he has 
held since 1951 and the highest 
executive position to which his 
own denomination, the nation's 
fourth largest Protestant church, 
could name him. And to add fur- 
ther to his responsibilities, he 
has for the past year and a half 
been moderator of the weekly 
television show, “Frontiers of 
Faith,” an NBC Sunday program 
now carried on 102 stations, in- 
cluding KSD-TV, coast to coast. 

Long a zealous advocate of 
American Protestant unity, the 
strapping, six-foot church leader 
sees in the five-year-old Na- 
tional Council of Churches one 
of the biggest developments in 
Christianity in recent times, 

“The National Council of 
Churches, and other organiza- 
tions for ecumenical unity, are 
not instruments to force 
churches into a unity which 
doesn't exist but expressions of 
the ghurches’ convictions of a 
unity that they realize now does 
exist,”” Dr. Blake said recently 
sefore: taking off for an Euro- 
pean vacation during which he 
will also preach for several 
weeks to our troops abroad. 

And I would like to emphasize 
that the National Council of 
Churches is not to be character- 
ized by Christians as Just anoth- 
er organization. It is not a 
fringe or a frill or an extra but 
the inevitable extension of the 
life and work of the several 
denominations of Protestant and 
Orthodox churches of our nation 


that have joined together to co- 
operate in all their common 
tasks.”’ 


Created in 1950. the National 
Council of Churches is today 
composed of 30 national denomi- 
nations, representing most of 
the major historic bodies of 
American Christianity, except 
the Roman Catholic. These in- 
clude Baptists, Brethren, Con- 
gregationalists, Disciples, East- 
ern Orthodox, Evangelical Unit- 
ed Brethren, Lutherans, Metho- 
dists, Moravians, Presbyterians, 
Reformed and others. 

Pointing out that such an or- 
ganization as the National Coun- 
cil of Churches would not have 
been possible onlv a few genera- 
tions ago, Dr. Blake predicted 
continued progress toward 
American Protestant unity. 

“Our grandfathers used to 
quote the same Bible to prove 
why this church or that church 
was right.” he smiled. “‘Scholars 
don’t do that any more. The dif- 
ferences in interpretation of the 
Bible do not follow denomina- 


tional lines in very practical 
matters. And the churches are 
catching up with their beliefs 


by expressing this unity through 
such organizations as the Na- 
tional Council of Churches.” 

What the exact pattern of 
Protestant church unity might 
eventually be, Dr. Blake says, is 
“not clear to anybody.” 

“But,” he emphasized, “great- 
er co-operation and closer fellow- 
ship are demanded by Christian 
convictions as deep as the con- 
victions that caused the original 
separations. However, I would 
say that a uniformity of struc- 
ture or worship is not necessary 
for a true and vigorous unity of 
the churches of Christ.” 

To his present post as presi- 
dent of the National Council of 
Churches, Dr. Blake has brought 
a wide and varied background 
in co-operative church work. 

The youngest member of the 
Orville Blake family, Eugene 
Carson Blake remembers to this 
day the family prayers in the 
comfortable home at 17 Thornby 
place in St. Louis, His father, 
a stee] company salesman was an 
elder in St. Louis's West Pres-

Here he was active in va- 
rious campus Christian groups, 
played guard on the _ varsity 
football team for two seasons 
and won the coveted Poe Cup 
for sportsmanship and ‘good 
moral character” in his senior 
year. 

It was through the influence 
of a young assistant professor 
of philosophy at Princeton that 
Dr. Blake was launched into 
full-time work for the church 
immediately upon his gradua- 
tion with honors in philosophy 
in 1928. The professor, Theo- 
dore Green, had been a mis- 
sionary teacher in Lahore, India 
(now Pakistan) and under his 
persuasion Dr. Blake accepted 
a three-year short term as mis- 
sionary in Forman Christian 
College. He sailed for Lahore 
under the auspices of the Pres- 
byterian Board of Missions. At 
Christian College he _ taught 
English and caused consider- 
able comment by riding a mo- 
torcycle to and from classes. 


In 1929 when, after a court- 
ship by mail, Dr. Blake and 
Valina Gillespie decided to be 
married, he was released by the 
college. After their marriage 
on Long Island, the couple 
sailed for Edinburgh, Scotland, 
where he began studies for the 
Presbyterian ministry.

Theological Seminary, where he 
finished his ministerial studies 
and also coached football. Fol- 
lowing ordination, he became as- 
Sistant pastor at St. Nicholas 
Collegiate Church here in New 
York In 1935, at the age of 
29, he accepted a-.call to the 
pastorate of the First Presbv- 
terian Church in Albany, N. Y., 
and just four years later became 
a member of the Presbyterian 
Church's Board of Christian 
Education and acquired his first 
taste of what is entailed in a 
job dealing with national rela- 
tionships. 

In 1940 at the tender ecclesi- 
astical age of 34, he was in- 
stalled as pastor of the big, vig- 
orous Presbyterian Church of 
Pasadena, Calif., where he be- 
came immensely popular with 
the church’s huge membership 
of 3400 persons. Soon this mem- 
bership had grown to some 4000 
and during the 10 years of the 
young doctor’s ministry, the 
church, which operated its own 
radio station, continued to grow 
both in affluence and influence 
throughout all of southern Cali- 
fornia. 


During those 10 years on the 
West Coast, Dr. Blake worked 
long and hard in the Los An- 
geles presbytery as an advocate 
of presbytery co-operation, 
showing congregations how they 
could work together for the 
church as a whole. Influential 
in. the National Council of 
Churches since its beginning in 
1950, he served the body in a 
number of capacities before be- 
ing elected to its presidency last 
December. He was a represen- 
tative of his own denomination 
to both the Council's General 
Assembly and its ad-interim pol- 
icy-making General Board In 
addition he was chairman of the

Trend to Tall Furniture

DESIGNERS WELCOME THE 


HERE’S a trend toward tall 
T turniture just now, and for 

several good reasons. The 
more limited wall areas are, the 
fewer long pieces of furniture 
arranged in a room, and the 
more need there is to reach up- 
ward for usable space.

Main Dish

HERE is no “closed season” 
T for entertaining our friends. 

Most of them will enjoy a 
meal in whose preparation they 
have had no hand, and all the 
more if it is simple. No one 
likes to think that the hostess 
has spent hours and hours in 
the kitchen getting ready for 
them. 

A hearty jellied salad or a 
“mousse,” aS you may call a 
rich molded main dish, is a good 
choice. It can be prepared in 
the morning hours. It is the 
better for ripening its flavor 
during hours of chilling. 

Unmolded at serving time, it 
will make an attractive center 
on the table. With the crisp 
greens that surround it there 
will be appetite appeal in its ap- 
pearance. 

A jellied cheese ring is one 
of my favorite choices for a 
warm weather supper dish.

Jellied Cheese Ring Salad. 

Two tablespoons granulated 
gelatin, 42 cup cold water, 3 
cups milk, 3 egg yolks, 12 tea- 
spoon salt, 42 teaspoon dry mus- 
tard, 42 teaspoo npaprika, 112 
cups grated cheese. 

Soften gelatin in cold water. 
Heat milk in top of double 
boiler. Beat egg yolks with 
seasonings and stir in a little of 
the hot milk. Add this mixture 
to the rest of the milk and stir 
over hot water until it begins 
to thicken (when it stops foam- 
ing). Stir in cheese, and when 
melted, remove from heat and 
add softened gelatin. Stir until 
dissolved. Pour into one-quart 
ring mold or in small molds and 
chill until set. Turn out on 
platter or chop plate and gar- 
nish with strips of pimiento. 
Fill center with any mixed 
vegetable salad. Yield: Six serv- 
ings.
